Medicine Cabinet

PRACTICALLY every home 
has some sort of medicine chest or 
cabinet but,unfortunately ,in most 
homes, the medicine cabinet is clut­ 
tered up with all sorts of useless 
preparations. A bottle of medicine 
which was used for treating some 
disease is often k ept when it has 
no further use. On the other hand, 
many things which ought to be in 
the medicine cabinet are not there 
and, when some emergency arises, 
there is a great deal of scurry ing 
about to find the proper thing to 
use. 
The medicine cabinet should have 
in it some antiseptic. A mild tinc­ 
ture of iodine, 2 per cent strength, 
is a good antiseptic for cuts and 
bruises. It is also suggested that 
some boric acid powder be avail­ 
able. One teaspoonful of this pow­ 
der in a glassful of warm w ater is 
recommended as an ey e wash by 
some phy sicians. It may also be 
helpful on oozing, itching sk in 
eruptions for tem porary relief. 


Liqnor Antiseption* 
There is also a preparation 
k nown as liquor antiseptics* which 
is a standard solution available at 
drug stores. It is not expensive 
and is useful as a mouth wash or 
gargle. There are some who favor 
having in the medicine cabinet a 
sterile boric acid ointment or ster­ 
ile petrolatum . This may be em­ 
ploy ed for the tem porary tre a t­ 
ment of burns. It is applied and 
covered with fine gauze as an 
emergency measure only . 
For the tem porary relief of 
aches and pains, it would appear 
tha t aspirin is the safest prepara­ 
tion to employ . Of course, when a 
condition develops which requires 
the use of aspirin, there .should be 
no delay in calling a phy sician, so 
tha t the exact cause of the diffi­ 


culty may be found and effective 
treatm ent carried out. 
Another useful drug is bak ing 
soda or bicarbonate of soda. A half 
teaspoonful in a glassful of water 
may be useful in tem porarily re­ 
lieving heartburn, but of course, 
heartburn is a sy mptom of many 
conditions such as ulcer of the 
stomach, and gallbladder disease, 
as well as certain ty pes of heart 
disorders. Hence, when heartburn 
occurs, medical care is needed. 
Other equipment which should 
be in the medicine chest includes 
bandages, cotton, scissors, adhe­ 
sive tape and sterile gauze pads. 
It is alway s well to have a clinical 
thermometer handy for ta k ing 
tem peratures. 
Do not mak e the medicine chest 
a catch-all for useless material*.! 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. W.: I was operated on six 
y ears ago for adhesions. Now I 
have them again. Is there any ­ 
thing that can be done for them 
without surgery ? 
Answer: I k now of no method 
of getting rid of adhesions other 
than further operative treatm ent. 
However, even then there is no as­ 
surance tha t they will not recur. 
You should follow the advice of 
y our phy sician in regard to this 
m atter.

PRACTICALLY every home 
has nome sort of medicine chest or 
cabinet but,unfortunately,in most 
homes, the medicine cabinet is clut­ 
tered up with all aorta of useless 
preparation*. A bottle of medicine 
which was used for treating some 
discase it often kept when it has 
no further use. On the other hand, 
many things which ought to be in 
the medicine cabinet are not there 
and, when some emergency arises, 
there is a great deal of scurrying 
about to find the proper thing to 
use. 
The medicine cabinet should have 
in it some antiseptic. A mild tinc­ 
ture of iodine, 2 per cent strength, 
is a good antiseptic for cuts and 
bruises. It is also suggested that 
some boric acid powder be avail­ 
able. One teaspoonful of this pow- 
der in a glassful of warm water is 
recommended as an eye wa?h by 
some physicians. It may also be 
helpful on oosing, itching skin 
eruptions for temporary relief. 


Liqoor Antiseptic!!* 


There is also a preparation 
known as liquor antiseptics which 
i* a standard solution available at 
drug stores 
It is not expensive 
and is useful as a mouth wash or 
gargle. There are some who favor 
having in th# medicine cabinet a 
sterile boric acid ointment or ster­ 
ile petrolatum. This may be em­ 
ployed for the temporary treat­ 
ment of burns. It is applied and 
covered with fine gauze as an 
emergency measure only. 
For th# temporary relief of 
aches and pains, it would appear 
that aspirin is the safest prepara­ 
tion to employ. Of course, when a 
condition develops which requires 
the u*e of aspirin, there s-hould b« 
no delay in calling a physician, so 
that the exact causa of the diffi­ 


culty may be found and affective 
treatment carried out. 
Another useful drug is baking 
soda or bicarbonate of soda. A half 
teaspoonful in a glassful of water 
may be useful in temporarily re­ 
lieving heartburn, but of course, 
heartburn is a symptom of many 
conditions such as ulcer of th# 
stomach, and gallbladder disease, 
as well as certain types of heart 
disorders. Hence, when heartburn 
occurs, medical care is needed. 
Other equipment which should 
be in the medicine chest includes 
bandages, cotton, scissors, adhe­ 
sive tape and sterile gauze pads. 
It is alway* well to have a clinical 
thermometer handy for taking 
temperatures. 
Do not make the medicine chest 
a catch-all for useless material*! 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. W.: I was operated on six 
years ago for adhesions. Now I 
hav# them again. Is there any­ 
thing that can be done for them 
without surgery? 
Answer: I know of no method 
of getting rid of adhesions other 
than further operative treatment. 
However, even then there is no as­ 
surance that they will not recur. 
You should follow the advice of 
your physician in regard to this 
matter.

A 14-year-old Norwegian boy, 
who has learned to express himself 
pretty well in English, considering 
it is a foreign tongue to him, has 
written a “thank you” letter to

a box of gifts to the Norwegian 
children as a part of the Junior 
Red Cross. 
Boxes were sent from all of the 
city’s grade schools last year to 
the little children of Norway and 


Mrs. Ward’s letter is the first re­ 
ceived in reply. 
The young Norseman, Andres 
Dagestad, writes that he attend­ 
ed the Red Cross school at Stav­ 
anger. 
There are a few errors in his 
writing, but altogether, he does 
pretty well for a foreign boy in 
expressing himself in the highly- 
difficult 
English 
language. The 
letter is printed as he wrote it. 
Addressing the letter to "Dear 
Mrs. Ward,” he writes: 
“I will only write a few words in 
order to thank you for that wel­ 
come gift of yours. Here in Nor­ 
way w-e have had a hard time dur­ 
ing the war. 
"We were very afraid of inva- 
tion, during the whole war, and 
one knew what would have been 
the consequence of such an at­ 
tempt. 
"Consequently we became Inter­ 
ested in learning a little about the 
Red Cross and in the Autumn 1943 
we found the way to Stavanger 
(three miles away) 
on a Red 
Cross course, and were going there 
half a year. This was indeed an in­ 
structive course. 
"Then we started private meet 
ings once a week. At this meetings 


were we can spend our holidays 
and week-ends. 
"We are about ten both boys 
we learn how to heal wounded 
persons, etc. It is very interested 
indeed. 
"Now we have determined to 
build a hut up in the mountains, 


and girls in our troop, all of us 
about 14 years old.
